At 8.30 last evening Speaker Sew 
combe called the House to order. 
There «as a large turnout o( mem- 
bers on both sides and n very Cl n 
siderable audience filled up the buck 
part ol tbe ball. 

The proceedings opened with a pe- 
tition to incarcerate Mr. Babcock, 
the member from Verdun in tbe m 
sane asylum situated at tbat place. 
Tins petition seeme.l to meet with 

the undivided approval of both par- 
ties and a royal commission was ap- 
pointed for the purpose of investira 
ting the matter. A la'n of questions 
of more or less jocular nature were 
I now launched from both sides of the 
House. When these bad been Buccess 
ively dealt With, the Hou. Mr. I lu 
lessen, leader of the Opposition rose 
to move the following amendment to 
the speech from tbe throne: 

"That tins House, tjiUln^r into con- 
sideration the policy outlined In the 
Speech from the Throne, has no con 
fldencc in His Majesty's Govern 
ment." Mr, Hugessen proceeded to 
give a general criticism of the 
Speech from the Throne character!/ 
ing it as a mass of foolish verbiage. 
Mr pointed out that the important 
Naval Bill, Which was of so vital ami 
immediate interest to the electors, 
bad been disposed of in a long-wind- 
ed sentence which meant nothing at 
all. The Conservative Government 
proposes to rob the consumers by giv- 
ing higher protection to notoriously 
watered corporations, as for example 
the Cement Merger. They proposed 
to help the farmers, and the one 
tbim; they had done in that direction 
was to shut off the farmers' princi- 
pal market, by defeating the Reci- 
procity Treaty. 

The Hon., the leader of the Opposi- 
tion caused not a little diversion by 
producing a Conservative placard of 
last session which bore the Inscrip- 
tion: "Vote for Newcomhe and a real 
Navy." Was that still, he asked, the 
Conservative policy? Did Mr. Mantel, 
for instance, believe in "A Real 
Navy?" Mr. Nantel rose to reply. 
He spoke in French and explained at 
some length bis reasons for joining 
forces with the Conservatives and 
clearly established his present posi- 
tion as being quite compatible with 
bis former principles. Mr. Hugessen, 



meut benches amid loud cheers from 
the Opposition. Mr. Babcock was fol- 
lowed b) Mr. fiante who spoke at 
some length in French. He was fol 

lowed by the Hon. Mr. Nantel who 

also spoke in French. 

Her. upon Mr. Sutherland took the 
floor and in mild, yet expressive 
tones disposed of the attack which 
bad been made on his personality. He 
deprecated the personal attacks and 
mud-slinging which bad been resorted 
to by both parties. He took up tbe 
case of the Western farmers and show- 
ed that they were suffering from tbe 
need of larger markets. He took oc- 
casion to trace the polittcnl Career of 
the Hon.. the Minister of Imperial 
Allans, and the obvious inconsisten- 
cies of bis political creed, 

Mr. Holland rose t, defend his con 
frcic, and with much arm waving and 
dramatic effort maintained that Mr. 
Murray would defend himself on bis 
return from Ottawa (he meant To 
routo), 

The Hon. the Premier, Mi. Mac 
Naught on next occupied the attention 
.d the House, lie maintained that 
bis Cabinet was a composite ami 
harmonious Whole, and that its incep- 
tion was the result of statesmanship 
hitherto unparalleled in Imperial his- 
tory, 'ill" Opposition was full of dis- 
I sential elements, and its leader was 
not imbued with some of the essen- 
tial and elementary principles of Lib- 
eralism, as shown by bis previous at- 
titude on Reciprocity. 

Mr. Clawson rose to criticize the 
had manners of the Opposition, but 
honorable members on both sidvs of 
the House were in no temper to hear 
him, impatient as they were for the 
division which was eagerly anticipat- 
ed. 

Two Government ministers then 
moved an adjournment. The Liberal 
leader affirmed that a defeat of this 
motion would be the equivalent oi 
lack of confidence in the administra- 
tion. Tbe Speaker however, ruled 
that such was not the case, and after 
some small quibbling by Government 
and opposition members, on points 
of order, he su 'd nly fled from the 
room without allowing the question 

to be put.

LIBERAL PARTY 
DETERMINED TO 
OBTAIN JUSTICE 

WILL NOT RECOGNIZE Mock 
PARLIAMENT UNLESS PULL 
RKiHTS GRANTED, 

Last night's meeting pi the Mock 
Parliament was a profound disap- 
pointment to all who believed that 
the students of McGllI could gather 
and discuss matters of political in- 
terest without having their sense of 
justice and fnir play warped by their 
own personal opinions. The belief 

that the Murk Parliament would 
develop into a permanent and béné- 
ficiai institution, had been badly crip- 
pled. 

The Conservative party was in 
Power. It was understood that a geu- 
eral vote on the general policy of 
the party was to be taken at the cud 
of the evening, This understanding 
had been carried out by the Liberals 
the previous year, even at the cost 
of the loss of power, it was broke 
by the Conservatives last night, Af- 
ter their leader, Mr. MacS'aiighton, 
had wound up the debate, one of the 
Ministers moved the adjournment of 
the Mouse, this precluding H Vote on 
tlie main motion. 

The reason for tin's was easy to 
6ee. There was a large majority on 
the Liberal side of the House. A 
count, taken ;l short time before the 
House broke up, showed approxim- 
ately 120 Liberals and Socialists op- 
posed to only M) Conservathes. The 
Conservatives were afraid to take a 
vote, so they tried to sneak out of it 
by a trick. 

Possibly, even though the agree 
ment thus made was flagrantly 
broken, the Liberals would not have 
had 3 () much objection to this course. 
They would have realized that it was 
the natural policy of the opposite 
party to keep in power if they could, 
by hook or crook. They would, at 
least, have had the satisfaction of 
smash in g ly defeating their oppon 
ents on the motion to adjourn which 
in so Important a meeting would 
have been „ great blow to the Gov- 
ernment, and would have practically 
necessitated its resignation. 

Dut. even this was denied them by 
the extraordinary conduct of tie' 
Speaker who in this matter acted in 
the most violently partisan and un 
constitutional manner. About this 
gentleman the less said the better, it 

is Sufficient to say that even the 
most Vehement Conservative admit 
that the Liberals grit an exceedingly 
"raw deal." Tin- Speaker took upon 
himself, In the first, place, to rule 
that M defeat on a vote nf no confi 
dence would not affect the Govern 



ment's position— a mat 1er in which 
he had no jurisdiction, an I on which 
ae had no right to rule at all. In 
the second place, he deliberately ad 
journed the House without even put- 
ting the motion for adjournment, by 
the simple process of walking out of 
the Hall. 

The Liberals were thus prevented 
even from voting on the motion to 
adjourn, while all the rules of Par- 
liamentary precedent were broken 
into atoms. 

The natural result ensued. The Lib- 
erals were furious. The Parliament 
resolved itself into a mass meeting 
of protest against the Speaker's rul- 
ings. And it was finally decided to 
appoint a small committee, consist- 
ing of the leaders of both parties 
and a few of their supporters, to try 
to discover tome solution of the 
problem, In the meantime, the, Lib- 
eral party will neat the Mock Par- 
liament as non existent, and will 
form a separate society, unless the 
grievances are remedied by the recog- 
nition that the Conservative Gov- 
ernment was defeated last night, and 
that consequently the Liberals are 
to be considered as being now in 
power. 

The effect of this on the future of 
the Mock Parliament will be most 
deplorable. Great harm has already 
been done, Many of those who were 
at the session last night affirmed 

that tiny would never again attend 
such a meeting, Unless some basis 
of agreement can be found, it is to 
be fearéd that the Mock Parliament, 
will all its gooil points, will vanish 
forever. 

The feeling between the two par- 
ties is not bitter, as might be sup- 
posed, ah i-.-ali/.e that unseemly dis 
sentionB ami disorderly meetings 
must not be al 1 ' vid to sally the fail- 
name of Did Mr' II, and lb it if pos- 
sible the fun, combined With valuable 
instruction in the public questions of 
the day, which the Mock Parliament 
affords, must Ire preserved if pos- 
sible. Hut it is unfortunate that the 

Speaker should have so forgottxn bis 

supposed Impartiality that he should 
act in such a manner ,|S to call down 
on his head the censure of all irre- 
spective of their political opinions. 

Meanwhile, the Liberal party will 
go ahead victorious. The victory has 
been won, and it cannot le stolen 
away. Hut we will refuse to l>e mem- 
bers of the Mock Parliament for the 
future unless we ran be certain that. 
We -hall be faille treated by the pre 
siding officer, and we will lend all 
OUT energies to obtaining for our- 
selves a square deal.
